Several 
thousand chose prison sentences instead of military serv­ 
ice Reconciliation must be offered here if we are serious 
about the word of peace at home. Amnesty can be a re­ 
sponsible act for a government to offer its own citizens. 
Many young men would accept the terms of domestic 
service to their country, perhaps for the same period 
that would have been claimed in military assignment A 
thoughtful, concerned administration will find a solution 
to this heartache. 
3. The dissenters. There have been men and women 
that took courageous stands against the war and suf­ 
fered abuse and slander from may sides. Leaders like 
the Berrigan brothers, William Stringfellow, Bill Coffin 
carried the burden of protest and carried it with nerve 
and intelligence. The imprisonment of the B errigan was 
not a bright moment in American history. The release of 
Father Philip Berrigan (brother Dan was released earlier 
this year) by the U.S. Parole Board is one of the great 
announcements of this Advent Season and reflects leader­ 
ship of President Nixon in a most creative way. Good will 
may be the greatest gift of all.

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The Getting and the Giving

pulsion. for God loves a cheerful giver. 
And God is able to provide you with 
ev e ry blessing in abundance, so that 
you will always have enough of e v e r y ­ 
thing."— St. Paul. 


The demands and compulsions Of the 
yuletide season create a strain that is anti­ 
christian. The season of giving, for many 
young people, becomes a time of getting 
and grabbing. Since early childhood the 
kids have heard the phrase: What do you 
w a n t for Christmas? So Christmas be­ 
comes a strategy of building lists, negoti­ 
ating for big treasures from the grandpar­ 
ents and matching desires with the gang 
down the street. It is not a good scene and 
the adults are in a worse bind. 


The compulsions of Christmas (self-in­ 
flicted) have been locked into commercial 
and professional requirements for many 
people. They send greetings to remind you 
of their service and sales of the past year 
—or favors sought in 1973. Gifts and pres­ 


ents in some corporate situations reach the 
bribery level rather quickly. The season, 
for some, becomes one grand manipulation 
with jov and best wishes rather distant 
from the act of giving. There are few bless­ 
ings in reluctant or compulsive giving. 


Cheerful giving is really an art form. 
The person or family that has learned this 
attitude finds that the Christmas spirit 
does extend around the year. It means a 
steady transition from the childish mood 
of what-do-I-want-for-C h r i s t rn a s to a 
broader, more compassionate t h e m e : 
What can I give to others. Giving has to 
be taught and it should be learned within 
the home. It springs from a source of 
thankfulness and gratitude toward God, 
who, according to St. Paul, sees that you 
always have enough 


Aside from overcoming our selfishness 
and self-protection, we are faced in the 
20th century with what churchman Rich­ 
ard Knox Smith calls “compassion fa­ 
tigue.” The evening news on television 
churns with all the global alarms and 
catastrophes: a tidal wave in India, an 
earthquake in Ecuador, a famine in Africa. 


The sensitive viewer steels himself against 
the demands of the world lest he be broken 
by its tragedy and calamity. His response 
is limited by'distance and resource, so his 
charitable mood is diminished and com ­ 
passion fatigue sets in. 
The caring person and the giving family 
has to face realistically the needs of life. 
One solution may be to concentrate on cer­ 
tain areas of philanthropy for a given pe­ 
riod of time. One cannot support respon­ 
sibly every appeal and request and need. 
The advice here is to narrow the direction 
of one’s cash and energy, believing that 
others must take up the slack during our 
absence or participation. 
Since giving includes our intellectual 
involvement (translated in meetings, dis­ 
cussions, research, and advocacy) as well 
as dollar contributions, we may want to fol­ 
low priorities here as well. None of us has 
the total schedule to follow the concerns ot 
pollution, population explosion, urban de­ 
cay. problems of youth and aging, abortion 
reform, war and peace and a thousand 
other questions with any kind of regular 
attention. Here again we must narrow our 
interests in order to widen our influence. 
Christmas should be a season of educa­ 
tion as well as celebration and a great 
start can be made when we substitute giv­ 
ing for getting.

Dickens 
lived 
today, he undoubtedly would 
nave approved of this country’s 
National Foundation — March 
of Dimes. 
During his era children 
became street urchins from the

Charles Dickens’ voice was 
one of the clearest and most 
relentless.

people have changed little, 
in dress and habits, and 
more importantly in their 
speech. For it is here in 
Ma’lula, as well as in two 
other villages in Syria, Jeb- 
adeen and Bakhaa, that 
one can hear the Aramaic 
language Christ used dur­ 
ing His life on earth. 
Aramaic 
was 
spoken 
throughout ancient Pales­ 
tine. and the lands that are 
now Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, 
southern Turkey, and north­ 
ern Iraq. But after the Arab 
conquest of these lands in 
the seventh century, Ara­ 
maic was gradually replaced 
by Arabic. In Syria, only 
those three villages, all in 
the Qalamon valley not far 
from Damascus, have pre­ 
served the ancient language 
of Christ to the present day. 
The 
population 
numbers 
only a few thousand, two- 
fifths of them Greek Or­ 
thodox, another two-fifths 
Greek, and the rest Moslem. 
Philologists of the Uni­ 
versity of Beirut tell us that 
while the Aramaic dialect 
of these three villages has 
been intermixed with Ara­ 
bic, the villagers would have 
understood, and been un­ 
derstood by. Christ and the 
people of His time. 
Naturally, the people of 
Ma’lula are very proud of 
their Aramaic language and 
take pains to keep it alive 
and flourishing. Many fam­ 
ilies speak only Aramaic to 
their children 
until 
the 
youngsters are five years 
old and must go to school, 
where they learn Arabic, 
the national language. 
Outside Syria, Aramaic is 
spoken at Urmia, in Turkey 
. . . by the Chaldean Catho­ 
lics of Bartelle in northern 
Iraq .. . and by the villagers 
of Malabar in southwestern 
India. And Aramaic is still 
used in the liturgy of cer­ 
tain churches which began 
in the Middle East, such as 
the Marionites and Syrian 
Orthodox groups.

One of the most popular 
traditional carols, "Joy to the 
W o r l d , ” 
c o m b i n e s

years. The words, borrowed 
from an ancient Hebrew poet, 
were 
paraphrased by 
Isaac 
Watts, English hymn writer, in 
1719. George Fri d e ric Handel 
took the hymn motifs and put 
them 
into 
“The 
M essiah” 
(1741). 
In 
1830, 
American 
compoer Lowell Mason, took 
the motifs and wrote the carol 
as we know it today. 
“It Came Upon the Midnight 
Clear” by Edmund H. Sears, an 
American, also began as a 
poem. 
Sears, 
while sitting 
before his fireplace watching 
the snow drifting down, was 
inspired to create a Christmas 
poem. This he sent to his 
friend, Dr. Morrison, at the

It was later 
arranged by Uzziah C. Burnap 
to a tune by R. Storrs Willis 
This is one of the first carols to

“0 Come, All Ye Faithful,” 
also known by its Latin title

Fideles,”

Englishman 
residing in France. A copier of 
music for Catholic institutions 
and 
families, 
John 
Francis 
Wade was in Douai, France, in 
1744, when he was moved to 
write the hymn and set it to 
music. 
Bing Crosby was responsible 
fo r 
i n t r o d u c i n g 
‘‘Wh i t e 
Christmas,” w ritten by Irving 
Berlin in 1942 for the film 
"Holiday Inn.” The song was 
immediately popular and won 
the composer the “Oscar" for 
the year’s best song. 
Although most carols sung 
today are devotional in nature 
or festive songs of the season, 
earlier composers sometimes 
used 
them 
to comment on 
political, social or economic 
situations of the times. 
In 18th Century England, 
one Francis Hoffman created a 
carol about tea — the high 
prices being charged and the 
quality of the product.

Candles have inspired 
men throughout the ages.

By the beginning of the

orthodox 
Christians in the East were 
observing the festival as a 
triple celebration. It.became 
an all-inclusive feast, hon­ 
oring the birth and baptism 
of Christ, and His first mir­ 
acle at Cana of Galilee. 


Arrival o f the Magi 
.. In the West, however,.the 
particular commemoration 
assigned to Epiphany was 
the visit of the Magi. Dur­ 
ing the Middle Ages, the 
Epiphany festival was wide­ 
ly observed by the perform­ 
ance of miracle plays in the 
churches about the Three 
Kings or Magi Particularly 
in England, the day was 
marked by dramatic' pro­ 
ductions. though not neces ­ 
sarily religious ones, and 
this custom .survived into 
the Elizabethan period. 
Shakespeare took the popu­ 
lar name of Twelfth Night 
for his play of that title, 
which was written to be 
performed on that date. 
Since Epiphany concludes 
‘the Yuletide festivities, and 
its date coincides with 
many ancient pagan cus­ 
toms. it was often celebrat­ 
ed with strange ceremonies 
in which those customs min­ 
gled with Christian rites. 
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Some of these old ceremo­ 
nies still exist in parts of 
Europe, where fixed rituals 
may have origins, often 
with an overlay of magic, 
that are lost in the past, 
Up-Helly-Aa la Norse 
Still celebrated in the 
Shetlahd Islands is an old 
Viking ceremony known as 
“Up-Helly-Aa.” The name 
means “end of the holiday,” 
indicating that the event 
comes, some time after 
Christmas, actually at the 
end of January. 
The ceremony itself is 
very dramatic, since it takes 
place at night, by torch­ 
light. Men in the old wild 
Viking costumes, complete 
with nigh horned helmets, 
tow a huge 30-foot Norse 
longboat through the town, 
in a torchlight procession...

This unusual torchlight 
ceremony still is observed 
in certain parts of England 
on January 17, which Is the 
date of "old 12ih Night.”

A glass of cider is thrown 
on the trunk of an old apple 
tree, while toast soaked in 
cider is fastened to1 the tree 
branches Tljen guns are 
fired through the branches, 
while the old invocation, or 
prayer to the tree, is sung.

Dutch Celebrate 
Feast of Sinterklaas 


Patron Saint of Amsterdam Was Born in 
Asia Minor; Famed as Child Benefactor 


For centuries, the Feast 
of Sinterklaas has been 
unique as a Dutch and 
Flemish event, honoring St. 
Nicholas’ Calendar Day on 
December 6, but celebrated 
on the eve, December 5. 
Why is St. Nicholas’ in­ 
fluence so strong iii Hol­ 
land? Primarily because he 
was the patron saint of 
merchants and sailors. The 
actual Saint lived from 271 
A.D. to December 6, 342 or 
343. so that his Calendar 
Day honors the date of his 
death. He became famous 
as the Archbishop of Myra, 
in Asia Minor, and per­ 
formed many good and 
saintly deeds. Legend tells 
us he performed miracles as 
well, such as calming stormy 
seas, dropping dowries into 
the shoes of penniless maid­ 
ens, and saving children 
from dire harm. He is now 
the patron saint of the city 
of Amsterdam. 
All Dutch children believe 
that Sinterklaas, as the 
saint is now known, lives in 
Spain, where 
he spends 
most of the year recording 
the behavior of all children 
in a big red book, while his 
servant Piet (Pete) stocks 
up on presents for the next 
December 5. After mid-No­ 
vember, Sinterklaas mounts 
his milk-white steed, Piet 
swings the sack full of gifts 
over his shoulders, and they 
board a ship to sail for Am­ 
sterdam harbor and a for­ 
mal welcome by the May­ 
or and prominent citizens.

Are Revived Today 


Today’s great revival of tapestry work and other needle crafts shows & lively in­ 
terest in sacred subjects, just as many of the famous tapestries 
treatm ents of Biblical them es, including the Nativity and the Adoration of the Mag I. 
Tapestry work itself has a long and fascinating history, js ^odern weavers an 
embroiderers are discovering. It is defined as a hand-woven, patterned fabric in w 
the weaver shapes one area of color at a time. Basically a simple tiechi1 qiie, 
can be accomplished even on primitive looms, such weaving has been done ever sine 
early antiquity. 
- 
The oldest tapestry work known to us is Egyptian where some (^ 
Hi?torv 
in tombs was patterned with lotus flowers and hieroglyphics. A comprehensive history 
would trace it through pre-Christian tim es to the fine silk hangings made in Byzantium, 
and adapted from there by Islamic artists — plus the parallel deve^ P m^ rt J " thteri 
East where tapestries were made by the Chinese and Japanese. But our own tradi 
tion is derived from the European, which has produced such exquisite work as the 
exam ples reproduced here. 
Although the most dramatic exam ples are large pictorial wall haj ^ mgs tapestry 
has been used for many other purposes, such as covers, cushions, and upholstery . . . 
just as today’s craftsm en make chair covers in needlepoint. 


Wool is the m ost frequently used fiber, though details 
are often done with silk or even gold or silver — and some 
tapestries have been produced entirely in silk. 
Large pictorial tapestries were generally made by a 
team of weavers, the most skillful of whom specialized 
in faces They worked from a full size design, or cartoon, 
-made by a professional designer, which was traced in out­ 
line on the warp or vertical threads. 
Tapestries used as wall hangings found a wide accept­ 
ance in mediaeval Europe — they gave warmth and color

Crusades Inspired Europeans 


The earliest wool tapestries in W estern Europe date 
from the 12th and 13th ce n tu rie s— when the C rusades 
had m ade Europeans fam iliar with the tapestries of the 
East The first professional tapestry workshop in 
was established about 1263. The earliest surviving product 
of th a t workshop is a group of large tapestries showing 
scenes from the Apocalypse, now in the Museum of Tapes­ 
tries in Angers, France. O thers from the sam ep e rio d in ­ 
clude one called “Nine Heroes,” now in The Cloisters in 
New York, and the “Presentation of Christ in the Temple, 
which is in Brussels. All of these reflect the style of the 
Franco-Flem ish painting and book illum ination of the 
late 14th C entury — a composition rn tiers and back­ 
grounds covered w ith initials or flowers. 


Tapestry in Today's World 


The revival of interest in our own time is partially a t ­ 
tributable to a reaction against poor quality in m ass­ 
produced m erchandise and synthetic fabrics. Another fac­ 
tor is th a t m odern painting of the abstract school tra n s ­ 
lates well into tapestry. And again — today’s architecture 
is stark and severe, and in need of color, just as were 
mediaeval castles. Hence decorative wall hangings are 
again serving a true function, even if they arc no longer 
needed to keep out the cold. 
Today we have not only the professional weavers in tr a ­ 
ditional workshops, but also the small-scale production of 
the artist-w eaver. Even more notable, perhaps, is the 
prom inence of the individual craftsm an, most often a 
craftswom an, who expresses herself in the related tech ­ 
niques of needlepoint and crewel embroidery. 
Many of today’s experts in needlecrafts are members of 
the Em broiderers’ Guild of America, an educational, n o n ­ 
profit organization whose purpose is to m aintain high 
standards of design, color, and w orkm anship in all kinds 
of embroidery and canvas work. T hrough its New York 
office the Guild carries on a variety of activities, includ­ 
ing a quarterly publication, a reference library, and occa­ 
sional contests. 
The m odern illustrations we show are courtesy of the 
Em broiderers’ Guild, as they are am ong the winning de­ 
signs in a C hristm as Card com petition held by the Guild. 
They are interesting m odern interpretations of the tap es­ 
try them es of the past.

We know that our calen­ 
dar today Is a relatively 
modern institution. But do 
we realize that in earliest 
times, Christmas was cele­ 
brated on January 18^ It is 
still so celebrated by the 
Armenian church Later on 
the date became January 6 
— and it was only in 1752, 
with the final change to the

Sometimes 
the tree bloomed on one day 
and sometimes on the o th ­ 
er, however, depending on 
the w eather — so th a t su p ­ 
porters of both dates m a n ­ 
aged to keep up the quarrel 
for some time.

Coptic Customs 
Rule in Eth iopia 


Ethiopia-is a land which 
has been C hristian for some 
1600 years. The Ethiopian 
Orthodox 
Coptic 
Church, 
which has m uch in common 
with 
other 
Eastern 
Rite 
churches, such as the Greek 
and the Russian, is the es­ 
tablished church of the n a ­ 
tion. In its interesting and 
unusual customs, which are 
a blend of C hristian. Heb­ 
raic, and pagan traditions, 
there 
are 
m any 
unusual 
rites and ceremonies, cen ­ 
tering 
on 
the 
im portant 
Church festivals of C hrist­ 
mas and Epiphany. 
Today, in Ethiopia, cus­ 
toms of the W estern cele­ 
bration of C hristm as are 
beginning to find popular­ 
ity, so th a t S an ta Claus is 
becoming a fam iliar figure, 
Christm as trees are being 
set up and decorated, and 
gifts are being exchanged. 
All this is done, however, 
according to the dates of 
the 
old 
Julian 
calendar, 
which is the one followed 
in Ethiopia, so th a t they 
c e le b ra te 
C h ris tm a s 
on 
Jan u ary 7th. 
In this connection, it is 
interesting to know th a t the 
year in Ethiopia consists of 
13 months, starting on Sep­ 
tem ber ll, when spring be­ 
gins. There are 12 m onths 
of 30 days each, plus a short 
m onth of 5 days, known as 
Pagumen. This comes just 
before the New Year. 
However westernized the 
Ethiopian Christm as may 
become, the people are not 
likely to change their ob­ 
servance of im portant reli­ 
gious festivals. In the m onth 
of January, known as Tirr, 
the Coptic Church observes 
4 festivals 
the first being 
Christmas, but even more 
im portant is Epiphany, or 
Timket. This has, as its 
m ain feature, the blessing of 
w ater and the sprinkling of 
it on the assembled fa ith ­ 
ful 
- a re -e ra c tm e n t of 
C hrist’s baptism by John 
the Baptist. On the previous 
day. all is m ade ready. Bells ^ 
ring, trum pets blow, and 
drum s roll as the priests 
carry the sacred “T ab o t” 
out from the church to a 
special carpeted tent, where 
it rem ains overnight until 
tim e for the priests to bring 
it forth for the ceremony. 
The “T abot” is the most 
sacred object in the church. 
It represents the Ark of the 
Covenant, which, according 
to tradition, was brought to 
Ethiopia from Jerusalem by 
Menelik. son of King Solo­ 
mon and the Queen of S h e ­ 
ba. The Tabot is really a 
portable altar holding the 
sacred vessels for celebrat­ 
ing the Eucharist, and is a l­ 
ways carried concealed u n ­ 
der crimson cloths, on the 
heads of the priests.
